In each of the high schools 
enroliment is unprecedented. t- 
tendance at the Los Angeles High 
School yesterday was characte 
as enormous. At Polytechnic ft 
was reported the enro!!ment was the 
largest the school has ever had. and 
Manual Arte sent 400 students home 
because the clerical staff could not 
attend to all who applied for 66 
mission. At Hollywood High the 
registration was about 2000, which 
is about 500 more than the school- 
rooms accommodate. 

Principals at the borhood 
schools had net expected much of 
an enrollment yesterday for several 
reasons, chief amone which fs thet 
the schools are being opened two 
weeks earlier thie year than fe cus 
tomary, and it was thought that 
many of the children would still 
be in the country working in the 
orchards and vineyards.

HE BOLSHEVIST STRIKE. 

Eastern radicals are making a test of 
strength through the medium.of a strike 
on the electric railroads of New York and 
Brookiyn. By reason.of the exorbitant de- 
mands made and the methods used to in- 
trigue or bully the men into quitting their 
jobe the term “Bolshevist” stmke has been 
applied to it by the eastern press. 

It is a strike primarily against the public 
interest, for the demands could not be 
granted without making a big increase in 
street car fares and virtually turning the 
lines over to the unions. The sine qua non 
of the demands is the closed«hop. The 
leaders proclaim that the men will not re 
turn until the companies agree that shop 
and platform committees shall be the sole 
judge of who shall be employed and who 
Shall be dismissed. Conemittees of the 
unions must also be permitted to establish 
the conditions under which the cars shall 
be operated. 

The street-rafiway lines are now in the 
hands of a receiver and Federal Judge May- 
or is legal custodian for the B.R.T. Two 
weeks ago the demands of the radical union- 
iste were presented to him; and he replied 
that he could not, under the Federal author- 
ity by virtue of which he acts, permit the 
operation of the lines under closed«hop 
conditions. He said it was his duty to see 
that the lines were operated without class 
distinction, that he could not refuse to give 
employment to men simply because they 
did not belong to some specified organiza- 
tion, and that he could not agree that any 
man should have a superior richt to a po- 
sition by reason of his membership or non- 
membership in a labor union. 

The radical leaders caused statements to 
be published to the effect that the men 
were willing to arbitrate their differences 
with the companies. This is a popular rad- 
ical form of halftruth that ts more false 
than simple falsehood; for the first condl- 
tion of arbitration was a etipulation that 
the roads should be operated under closed- 
shop rules. That must be granted before 
arbitration could begin. 

While the pretext for the strike fs a re- 
fuseal on the part of the receivers for the 
companies to grant the demands of the 
strikers the real cause ig declared to be a 
desire on fhe part of the radical elements 
in New York to determine how much sup- 
port they could secure and how far they 
might be able to go if they were to attempt 
a violent insurrection for the purpose of 
replacing constitutional government with a 
government of soviets. The meaning of a 
“Bolshevist strike” is a strike which is ac- 
compenied by violence and is brought to 
mask a movement for a revolution of vio- 
lence. 

In the case of the New York and Brook- 
lyn electric railway strike the public is 
the first and greatest enfferer. The cars 
were not operated Monday. although men 
were available for a partial service, be- 
cause both the police and the companies 
feared violence. The radicals have orcan- 
ized “wrecking crews” who are detailed to 
wreck all cars which the companies try to 
operate and to maim or kil] the operators. 
New York City is now paying the penalty 
for electing a Mayor who made common 
cause during bis campaign with the radical 
elements championed by Hearst. 

Mayor Hylan has siready taken a pos 
tion which lends encouragement to the rad- 
ical elements. In place of calling upon the 
police to do their duty in preserving order 
and warning strikers that he would call 
for the State militia in case the police could 
not handle the situation, he has issued « 
statement in which he tries to lay the 
lame for the strike on the companies, as- 
serting that they had encouraged the strike 
as a means to securing increased fares. 

Mayor Hylan is an executive official. He 

is without authority to pass judgment upon 
the industrial dispute of which the strike is 
a part; but he has taken oath to enforce 
the ordinances of the City of New York, to 
protect the Ife and property of all citisens 
when unlawfully attacked. ing pro- 
tection to the employees of the electric 
railway companies who desire to operate 
cars on the street# of New York is a viola- 
tion of his oath of office; it is the kind of 
pandering to radicalism that foments vio 
lence. 


COOLING CURRENT. 

If the ice man gets too grasping the 
scientists promise us electric refrigeration. 
It is possible to so wire an ice chest that 
the electric current will steadily maintain 
a freezing temperature. By constructing « 
coll with alternate strips of bismuth and 
antimony the electric juiee can perform its 
cooling office as easily as it does the heat- 
ing in other devices. Maybe it would be 
possible for a family to have a furnace that 
was part refrigerator—something that would 
enable a man to warm his hands while cut- 
ting ice, as it were. Then we could draw 
hot water from one side and have a top 
for the iced lemonade on the other. By 
crossing the electric fan with the electric 
toaster we would get the electric equapole, 
which would be red hot at the equator and 
lee cold at the poles. But, anyhow, science 
has demonstrated that the electric current 
can be used for cooling as well as heating 
While natural or artificia] ice is obtainable 
at from 20 to 60 cents a hundred there 
would be no use for experimentation, how 
ever. The thunder-juice system would be 
too costly. But it the lee man gets to de 
manding a dollar a hundred for his wares 
the electrician will proceed to get busy. 
Always when the profiteer grows too greedy 
science will come to our relief. We cannot 
be altogether miserable for any great length 
of time. By the time the plutocrats are 
gouging us a dollar for gasoline some high 
browed thinker will have evolved an en 
gine that will need only a few drops of the 
Pacific Ocean in its veing to make it run 
a ship.

OW WE CAN HELP MEXICO. 

“No longer is Mexico the road to hell," 
says Roberto Pesquiero, fiscal agent in the 
United States for Mexico. “The people now 
in power in Mexico are from the border 
States and have been in close touch with 
American social and business life. They 
understand the American attitude and are 
sincere in the new policy of better under 
standing with the United States.” 

“By our acts in the past revolution we 
have gone farther than ever before,” says 
Eduardo Ruiz, Méxican Consul in Los An- 
geles. “We have passed through the epoch 
of Bolshevism and we will not have any 
more Bolshevism in Mexico. The leaders 
in Mexico are concentrating on the solu 
tions of the great problems, and we know 
that violence, which is never a solution, 
must disappear.” * 

“We must look to the future and com- 
bine American and Mexican elements for 
reconstruction work in Mexico,” says En 
rique C. Creel, who has been in turn Mex- 
dean Ambassador to France, to the United 
Btates and Secretary of State of Mexico. 
“In the United States are the elements that 
can help to solve Mexico's problems. The 
propaganda which was spread in the United 
States against Mexico is all gone; and 


‘| America can easily create a deeper feeling 


of friendship.” 

Order is discernibly emerging from the 
confusion of conflicting interests, classes, 
passions and rivairies south of the Rio 
Grande. Mexico as a nation is slowly but 
surely finding itself. Some of the gold has 
been conserved in the crucible of revolu- 
tion and much of the dross has been elim- 
inated. The Mexican people have learned 
by ter experience that civilized peoples 
cannot live by violence, anarchy and brie 
andage. They are in the mood for con- 
structive government and men are coming 
forward capable of leading them in the 
right direction. 

What the outcome will be remains for 
time to tell. But one thing that will large 
ly contribute to failure will be a genera! 
belief on our part in advance that it will 
fall. If we proceed on the assumption that 
a new debacle awaits Mexico just around 
the corner we will help by that much to 
make exactly that thing happen. If, on the 
other hand, we lend to the new recime in 
Mexico the ald and co-operation comprised 
in no more than our duty as a civilized 
neighbor we will contribute by that much 
to its success. 

Mexico is done with the oligarchy of the 
Carranzistas who, falling to establish a 
government reposing on the popular will, 
sought to maintain it by force. Mexico 
has learned that no people can prosper who 
seeks to isolate itself from the rest of the 
world; that a policy of hate can serve only 
for purposes of destruction. No enduring 
thing was ever evolved from a policy of 
hating one's neighbor and robbing and de 
spolling him for selfish personal interest. 
In short, Mexico, having tried anarchy and 
found it wanting, is seeking a return to 
representative government. 

Those representatives of the Mexican 
government who eXpounded so clearly and 
courageously the purposes of the new Mex 
ico in their addresses at the Athletic (lub 
banquet recently are exponen's of the new 
freedom for the republic. They have 
learned in the school of experience.

Mexico now the United States can help 

solve the problems of both countries and 

can gain the confidence of other Latin- 

American countries. 

Former Mexican governments have had 
much the appearance of gigantic spider 
webs spread to catch foreign filles. Rut 
that policy has done a great deal more in 
jury to Mexico itself than to its neighbors. 
Those responsible for the former iniquities, 
however, are, for the most part, scattered 
or dead. They have fallen victims to the 
vengeance of their own people. The lead 
ers now in power, according to Senor Pes 
quiero, have, for the most part, lived in the 
United States. They know something of 
the rights and obligations of free govern 
ment and are sincere in their desire to lead 
Mexico out of the tangled thickets of bar 
barism to a place in the sun. .

A great many people of both 
sexes do not reach their best development 
before middle life, and certainly in the 
teacher's profession few of them have aoc 
cepted it as their life's work much before 
that age, Young women teachers usually 
have a weather eye open for matrimony 
and have rarely quit strugglin’” before 45.
